__° Gambling in Britain 

Some strikingly illustrative facts 
regarding the part gambling plays in 
English private life have been sup- 
plied by Sir Herbert Samuel, M.P., an 
ox-Cabinet. Minister, In the — first 
place, he pointed out that a very large 
percentage of the public made bets on 
horse-races, In the second, he de- 
clared that the introduction of me- 
chanical betting—the  pari-mutuel— 
would never reduce the margin on 
losses, which would remain the same. 
If betting is made a practice, the re- 
sult is sure to be loss, he asserted. 

The division betwen the book-mak- 
ers and the public is given statistical, 
ly by Canon Peter Greene, who says 
that betting jn England withdraws 
$15,000,000,000 from industry every 
year, and that of every $1.68 of this 
1 vast sum, $1.20 is kept by the book- 
makers. The total turnover in bet- 
ting is estimated by the Ready-Money 
Bookmakers’ Association at $25,000,- 
000,000 per annum. Some big indus- 
trial establishments estimate that bet- 
ting lowers output by 20 per cent. 
Others give 10 per cent. as a more 
likely figure. é 

Sir Herbert belleves that the great- 
est damage is done in that a wrong 
outlook on life is created. . He al- 
ways felt very sorry for the winners 
of gambling competitions, he said, for 
although they were not very sorry for 
themselves, in the long run they would 
be the most likely to suffer unless 
they had remarkably strong chara- 
cters. All people of all classes should 
learn—should * get it ingrained in 
thelr minds—-that comfort should de- 
pend upon conduct, that prosperity 
should be the reward of perseverance, 
that those who wished for a steady 
income should gain it by steady in- 
dustry rather than that leisure was 
to be won by luck. 

These facts and figures afford sub- 
stantial ground for thought. In Can- 
ada the evil of betting is gaining 
ground steadily.

Arouses Interest in “Lost Continents” 


Scientists to Study Mystery of Image Builders Who-Reached 
High Civilization—Massive Ruins Indicate Inhabitants 
- of Sunken Empire Knew Engineering 


Honolulu.-It long has been the 
theory of archeologists who have vis- 
ited various archipelagos in the South 
Seas that they are the remains of @ 
submerged empire which once, extend- 
ed from Easter Island northwest to 
the outer confines of the Caroline Is- 
lands. For this reason \the expedition 
which Eldridge R. Johnson, of the 
University of Pennsylvania, will lead 
to Easter Island to solve if possible 
the mysteries of the image builders 
has aroused much interest. 

It is regarded as possible that there 
may have been more than one great 
with what is how 
Easter Island forming a part of the 
one lying far to the southeast, and 
with the Caroline, Marshall, Gilbert, 
Phoenix and other island groups be- 
longing to the great landed area lying 
to the north of the equator and ex- 
tending westward to within 1,400 
miles of the coast of Japan. 


Massive Ruins on Islands 


There is abundant evidence that the 
Caroline Islands, as well as some of 
the other groups situated 4,000 to 
5,000 miles to the northwest of Baster 
Island, were once inhabited by a civil- 
ization of which there is now no trace 
except the ruins of.great temples and 
cities, Some of these ruins are on 
such a gigantic scale that they lead to 
the conclusion that they must have 
been built by a people of high intelli- 
gence. : 

Scattered fRroughout the Caroline, 
Marshall and Pelen groups of islands, 
notably on the islands of Ponape, Leel 
and Kusaie, are massive ruins, in- 
cluding those of a once great city 
which resémbles an ancient Venice. 
There are remains of walls, canals 
and earthworks of gigantic propor 


tions, all built upon a plan that none 
but-skilled engineers could have de- 
vised. Huge blocks of stone form the 


walls that surround the, cities. Where: 


this stone came from and™how it got 
there are mysteries. \ 


Cyclopean Ruins Fount. 


Upon the little island of Uleal,\Pro- 
fessor MacMillan Brewn, of Christ- 
church, N.Z., discovered in 1919 al- 
phabetical characters which he said 
might be compared to the ancient 
scripts at Lampang in Sumatra and 
the old Macassar, Upon:the island of 
Lele remarkable cyclopean ruins are 
to be found. 


In many of these islands are to be 
seen paved highways that run into the 
sea and disappear. Ruins of cities al- 
so shelve off into the deep water of 
the surrounding ocean, all of which 
goes to prove that the land at some 
time sank. One of the most notable 
instances of this kind is upon Malden 
Island, which has a letgth of only 
twelve miles and a breadth of six 
miles. Its greatest height above the 
sea is only fifteen feet. 


Linked to Pyramids of Mexico 


This island was discovered in 1825 
by Lieutenant Malden, of the British 
warship Blonde. In his report of that 
discovery Lieutenant Malden said that 
fie found forty stone buildings in al- 
most a perfect state of, preservation 
extending along the shore-line. “He 
also found upon an, adjacent island a 
truncated pyramid which he said was 
of the same type as the pyramids of 
the Sun and Moon on the coastal belt 
of Peru and as the Teocallis of Mex- 
co,

Child Slayer 


Vaccination To-day is Saving 
Thousands of Children 


This is the twenty-first of a Series 
of Weekly Health Articles prepared 
by the Canadian Social Hygien +Coun- 
ell, 

Smallpox is sometimes called the 
children’s disease. This is a rather 
broad statement, and as & Frenchman 
said, “all generalizations are false, in- 
cluding this one.” Smallpox is every- 
body’s disease, just as vaccination is 
everybody's protection.. It is true, 
however, that smallpox fs an especial 

darver to childhood, 

1 have some figures before me that 
tell a.frightful story of what smallpox 
eon do to children in a country, where 

ichildren are cherished above all 
things——-England. 


At the end of the nineteenth centry 
a smallpox scourge hit England, 
moved from city to city, leaving a ter- 
rible trail of death and disfiguration 
behind it. The old country’s public 
men, always on the alert to better 
conditions for the people, taade.an ex- 
haustive investigation into the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the epidemic. 
I will give you the result of thelr 
search for facts. These figures refer 
in each instance to children under ten 
years of age. 

From the year 1891. to 1900 in Lon- 
don, the death rate among vaccinated 
children was nil; among unvaccinated 
children the death rate was 22.8.

It is the experience of doctors the 
world over, and shows how real is the 
danger from smallpox, how terrible 

| th effects of the scourge; how remark- 
lable the benefits of vaccination and 
how largely imaginary are its hazards, 

During the period when these fig- 
ures were accumulated, smallpox was 
as prevalent as measles, and that was 
the decade when it acquired the re- 
putation of bein gthe “children’ dis- 
ease.” Time has taught the medical 
profession that smallpox resumes its 
epidemic proportions of other days 
whenever and wherever the system of 
vaccination is habitually neglected. 
Through such neglect there results an 
accumulation of people who are sus- 
ceptible to the disease and who 
promptly spread it: among other peo- 
ple. 


Personal experience is a great 
teacher, but it would hardly be fair 
to ask the anti-vaccinationists to try 
an experiment which was undertaken 
during a virulent smallpox scourge 
which swept hrough Boston, Mass., by 
Dr. Isaac Pfeiffer, a physician of that 
city who opposed the “germ theory” 
and contended that good physique, 
exercise, food, ete. were all the .pro- 
tection needed against the disease.

SPRING CULTIVATING 


Use care when cultivating in spring 
not to spoil a good job of plowing. If 
you use a toothed implement in work- 
ing the soil you are almost sure to 
drag the stubble up and make mor¢ 
picking. The 
best method usually is to rollthe soil 
before working it, then use a disc, 
and, if necessary, a packer to pulver- 
ize it, then sow with a disc drill. 


FARM DRAINAGE 


Underdrainage of much of Ontar- 
io’s farm land is recognized as nec- 
essary if pfofitable returns are to be 
secured. Underdrainage lowers the 
water level of soils, removes surplus 
water, lengthens the period for crop 
growing, makes cultivation easier and 
increases the efficiency of the soil. 
Tile drainage increases yields in both 
wet and dry seasons. Well drained 
soils result in lower costs of produc- 
tion. 


‘ THAT ROYAL TRIP 

.In the past three years 1407 young 
men have participated in the trip to 
the Royal Winter Fair sponsored by 
the Ontario Department of Agricul- 
ture. This trip is being held again 
this year during which time the 
guegts will have an opportunity to see 
for themselves many phases of On- 
tario’s agricultural and industrial life. 
The contest is open to all farmers and 
farmers’ sons and full details can be 
obtained from the local agricultural 
representative. 


THE WEED ACT 

Owing to public demand plans are 
under way for a more strict enforce- 
ment of the Weed Act this year, 
Farmers will be well advised to avoid 
inconvenience at or near harvest time 
by planning now to control weeds. 
Seed should be: carefully cleaned, 
Weed polluted fields. should not be 
seeded with out proper preparation 
éven if-this requires late sowing of a 
special crop. Weed inspectors have 
an opportunity to do their most help- 
ful and pleasant work between now 
and planting time. 

MULTIPLE HORSE HITCHES 

More horses per team so that men 
ean individually accomplish more 
work is being generally recognized as 
one way of increasing farm efficiency 
and reducing the cost of production of 
farm crops. The Ontario Agricultur- 
al College has issued a circular des- 
cribing suitable hitches for four and 
five. horse teams. 


SPRING CLIPPING 

Clipping the horses in spring is @ 
practice claimed to be advantageous 
by many farmers. It is stated that 
» Hse saves the animals much dis- 
comfort, thereby enabling them to de- 
velop a given amount of power on 
jess feed. Thorough grooming during 
the working season also increases the 
horse’s efficiency.

CARE OF FLOCK 
AT LAMBING TIME 


Successful sheep raising reats to a 
large extent upon the handling and) 
care of the flock at lambing time. It) 
is at that time of the year.that the | 
isheep raiser encounters most ‘tifficul- 
ties, fightsall kinds of diseasés and | 
' suffers his greatest losses, In order | 
to pive the best possible results at 
lambing time, the flock requires par- 
ticular attention for some time before 
\that period; in fact winter feeding is 
an important factor in successful 
sheep raising. Experiments conduct- 
ed these last few years at the Experi- 
mental Station of Ste-Anne de a Po- 
‘eatiere, have shown that the develop- 


| ment and strength of lambs at birth 


depend to a large extent upon feeding 
during pregnancy. The winter ration 


lof the flock at the Experimental Sta- 


tion of Ste-Anne de la leerpagr is as 
‘follows: Clover hay 4 ‘to 5 pounds, 
cut turnips 1 1-2 to 2 pounds daily. 
This ration is suitable for ewes in 
good condition, but grain should be 
iddded if they are thin arf® good’ re- 
sults have been obtained by supple- 
menting the above ration with 2 parts 
of oats and 1 part of bran fed at the 
rate of 1 1-2 to 2 pounds‘ daily. 

The ewes must also take lots of 
easy exercise and the. sheep barn 
should be kept dry, clean arid well 
ventilated. For lambing it is prefer- 
able to ‘build small movable pens, in 
order to separate the dams from_the 
rest of the flock. Drafts must ‘also 
be avoided, since they are often a 
cause.of disease. It is advisable to 
clip the tags of wool on the dam's 
flanks and near the udder, to prevent 
the suckling lambs from swallowing 
this wool wihch would cause severe 
indigestion"and.even death sometimes 
after reaching the stomach. If the 
weather is cold, lambing must be 
closely watched for ‘a chilled lamb | *"Y 
weakens very fast and dies because 
he has not the strehgth to eat. It is 
necessary therefore to . keep~ these 
lambs warm by placing them near 4 
stove and feeding them artificially if 
necesary until they are strong enough 
to drink alone at the udder.

We were 
told that it was ours while we were 
there, and that we might take the key 
with us when working in the gorill 
sanctuary, leaving behind supplies 
that we would not need in camp. 

“Pollowing the advice of the admin- 
vateur of the Pare, we made Lulenga 
the base of our field supplies. M2an- 
while I had éalled on the White Fath- 
ers at Lulenga Mission in company 
with M. Hemméleers, conservateur of 
the Parc, by whom we were received 
most cordially. The administrator, M. 
Dubuisson, had made official arrange- 
ments at Lulenga for our porters, stor- 
age of our supplies, suppiies for the 
porters and for our personal accommo- 
dations in their guest house.

Why the Traveller Comes 
Home with Stories and Des- 
criptions that Vary from 
those Given by the Sailor. 


Mr. Aldx Waugh, in “The Coloured 
Countries,” has written an unconven- 
tional travel book. He tells of the 
Hebrides, Haitl, Martinique, Siam, 
Ceylon, and the West Indies; fearless- 
ly and frankly discusses the moral 
problems of the coloured races and the 
white people; and has that rare gift of 
revelation that enables his non-travel- 
ling reader to enjoy the journeyings 
he has undertaken.

He 
has no friends ashore. As likely as 
not the language is foreign to him. 
The cafes are the only places that he 
can go to; there is not much differ- 
ence between one cafe and another.

"Boer War Revealed 


General Sir lan Hamilton 

Talks to “Defenders of _— 

Lady Smith” in Old 
London 


London—General Sir Ian Hamilton, 


speaking at a gathering of the “De- 
fenders of Ladysmith” in London told 
some “secret filstory” of the South 
African War. He sald: ; 

“1 will deal with matters of which 
I have intimate knowledge, beginning 
with Blandslaagte on Oct. 21. On- 
that date General French, who was out 
reconnoitring to the north, ‘phoned in 
at 8 a.m. through the rallway tele- 
graph lines to Sir George White that 
he was in touch with the enemy an 
wanted reinforcements. I was sen 
out in command of Field Artillery, the 
Devons, Manchesters, and Gordons. 

“At 11 a.m, we arrived at Modder. 
Spruit, five miles from the enemy, 
who lay

Instead 
there were few better spokesmen and 
none that enjoyed these conferences 
more—the leading, tricky questions, 
the matching of wits, the fencing in 
which words alone score. 

There is the story of the Cabinet 
meeting after the Germgn attack in 
1918, the drive which almost ended in 
a decisive victory for Ludendorf—a 
battle which depressed Lloyd George 
and unsettled Douglas Haig, though 
both knew wheer and when the Ger- 
man spearhead would hit.

To Widen Menu, 
Says Food Man 


Sudden Refrigeration 
serves Natural Flavors at 
Savings, Expert Asserts 


Sclence and increasing knowledge 
of refrigeration will so transform the 
methods of handling perishable foods 
that Canadians of tognorrow will en- 
joy at all times of year, at moderate 
cost, essentially fresh delicacies now 
limited except to persona of wealth to 
brief seasons, Colby M. Chester, Jr. 


time | president of the General Foods Cor- 


poration, predicted recently. 


Disclosing that experimental tests 
already have proved that it is possible 
by “quick freezing” to preserve in 
original succulence and tastiness for 
many months strawberries and other 
fruits and vegetables picked from the 
garden after they had been ripened 
naturally under a summer sitn, Mr. 
Chester saw in the use of the dis- 
covery a better balanced and more ap- 
petizing national menu. And with the 
development of this method of refrig- 
eration he forecasts that billions of 
doHars worth of perishable foods now 
being wasted will be conserved. 


Chemical Changes Avoided 


“The. discovery of Clarence Birds- 
“eye that perishable foods stiiddenly 
subjected to cold of temperature from 
40 to 60 degrees below zero may be 
kept in containers for months io all 
thefy original freshness,” said Mr. 
Chester, - “promises to accomplish 
some rather astounding things in our 
systems of handling foods and in our 
national diet. It has been estimated 
that $40,000,000,000 worth of perish- 
able food is sold each year. There 
can, of course, be no estimate of the 
vast quantity of fruits, vegetables and 
meats that are losf each year through 
lack of refrigeration or preservation. 

“Basically, Mr. Birdseye’s discovery 
is that very rapid freezing of perish- 
able foods is accomplished without 
any injurious physical or chemical 
change. It was a chance observation 
that first gave him the idea. While 
fishing through a hole in the ice in 
Labrador he noticed that fish pulled 
out of the water into air 50 degrees 
below fero froze stiff almost instant- 
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ly. The fact that later they would 
come to life if exposed within. reason- 
able time to warmer surroundings 
convinced him that the very awiftness 
of the freezing process had been ac- 
complished without. ahy harmful re- 
sult to the structure of the living or- 
ganiam, ; 

“In subsequent tests,” Mr, Chester 
continued, “Mr. Birdseye found that 
with slow freezing the ice crystals 
puncture the cell walls of the food 
products and that as a result they fre 
quently became dry and flat. When 
one pauses to consider that the straw- 
berry crop must be marketed within 
about six weeks and that the season 
for many fruits and vegetables — is 
sharply limited, one *may readily see 
the importance of a discovery that en- 
ables fresh food products to be put in 
a carton and then quickly frozen. 

‘Backed by a system of distribution 
that will see to it/that such quickly 
frozen products are properly refriger- 
ated and merchandised, there is no 
reason why enjoyment of any particu- 
lar delicacy should be limited to any 
one season. 


May Be Applied to Meat 


“The same basic idea can be applied 
to meat. It should be possible to buy 
standard cuts of meat with all waste 
removed, packed in a sanitary con- 
tataer and ready to.cook. Aside from 
the economics of saving perishable 
foods;. such a system would effect 
great economies. in freight and cart- 
age through eliminating the shipping 
of by-products. 

“Quite naturally, not all food preser- 
vation will be directly along the lines 
which Mr. Birdseye has developed in 
his Gloucester, Mass. laboratories. 
There will be adaptations .and addl- 
tions as many persons add their ideas 
to this basic plan. But the result, and 
that not a remote one,-will be that 
our national menu will have a wider 
variety of fresh foods than it ever has 
had.

Spray Service for Ontario:..This ser-|’ 


vice will be chiefly under the~.super- 
vision ofthe Agricultural Represent- 
ative, Stirling, and Mr. Webster, 
Brighton, has been appointed Field 
Man ‘to serye the special needs of or- 
chardists of the district. 

Under the rules and regulations for 
the spray service each applicant must 
have a suitable spray outfit in good 
working condition at spraying time, 
he must have spray materials, a satis- 
factory water supply and he must 
agree to spray his orchard at the time 
advised by the Spray Supervisor. 

Circular letters will be sent out, 
just previous to each spray, to each 
grower in the spray service. Thése 
letters will give details of the 
sprays to use to secure fruit free 
from apple scab and any other insect 


‘or fungus injury. This service is be- 


ing continued in all the important 
apple growing counties of the Pro- 
vince and in the immediate counties 
of Prince Edward and Northumber- 
land.
